Tentative plans for the building, it is ‘ 
understood, have been drawn and the * 
matter will be pushed during the sum- * 
mer.

Enthusiastic Meeting Held Wed- 
[-; nesday Evening at Call 
of the Park Com¬ 
mission.

Determination to make Sierra Madre 
e the most beautiful city in Southern 
£ , California was the prevailing sentiment 
y at the meeting held Wednesday evening 
g at the call of the Park Commission. 

The number of property owners in at- 
r tendance probably surprised those who 
had called the meeting. About one 
1 third of those present were lidies, who 
n showed the keenest interest in the 
j proposed work. 

t Chairman Jones of the Park Com- 
i mission presided over the meeting. 

E Mrs. E. W. Camp and Mrs. J. A. Osgood, 
t the other members of the commission, 
f were also present. Mr. Jones, in his 
opening remarks, reported the result of 
a conference with City Forester 
t Harper of Los Angeles. Mr. Harper, 

, he said, recommended about five 
5 varieties of trees as being most suitable 
. for shade trees along public streets. 

He placed the Pepper first and the 
1 Black Acacia next in desirability, con¬ 
sidering, rapid growth, shade, dura- 
i bility, water required and beauty, 
t DISAGREE ON PEPPER 

I The open discussion which followed 
5 j Mr. Jones’ remarks showed a consider- 
: able sentiment favorable to the Pepper, 
and some of those present favoring the 
Black Acacia, the latter not being so 
well known. Messrs. Hosmer and De- 
Pencier, speaking from long experience 
with the Pepper, opposed it as being 
dirty, destructive to walks and curbs, 
sapping the vitality of nearby trees by 
their well known tendency to reach out 
to great distances for water supply, and 
because the Pepper is a breeding place 
and home for the black scale. They 
admittted that as new comers to Cali¬ 
fornia they had once thought the Pep¬ 
per the most beautiful tree that grew, 
as most other new comers think. Hence 
their opposition was not due to preju¬ 
dice but because thev felt the bad 
features of the Pepper outweighed all 
that could be said in favor of its beauty. 

The Pepper was not lacking for de¬ 
fenders who felt that as a distinctively 
California tree it should have a place 
on our streets. And since it was not 
the plan of the Park Commission to 
make all the streets alike it was sug¬ 
gested that at least one street be planted 
with Peppers from end to end. This 
! proposal found general support. 

FAVOR UNIQUE TREES 

Prof. Hart described some trees which 
had impressed him very favorably 
I while on his travels and suggested that 
if some trees which would be unique 
in this country could be secured in a 
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I few years Sierra Madre would have 
j some streets famed the country over 
j for their distinctive beauty. He sug- 
j gested several trees which he thought 
; might prove adaptable to this situation 
and the idea met with general favor. 
Black 42 j Camphor, Flaming Eucalyptus Deodar, 
Australian Bottle tree, and several 
others were mentioned as trees known 
to thrive in this locality, all being 
desirable as shade trees. Mrs. Camp 
proposed that one street be planted to 
evergreens, Deodars preferred, the 
proximity of Sierra Madre to the 
mountains making it particularly ap¬ 
propriate. 

AN OAK AVENUE 

A communication from Mr. Banna- 
tync was read by Mr. Camp in which 
an excellent suggestion was offered. 
The Live Oak had been generally left 
out of consideration because oi' its 
slow growth, though the opinion had 
been expressed that one street should 
be planted with oaks. Mr, Bannatyne 
suggested thfit oaks be planted along 
some avenue, at least fifty feet apart, 
and that some

rapidly growing tree be 
planted between to furnish shade until 
the oaks should reach sufficient size to 
be of use. The other trees could then 
be removed and the avenue of oaks 
would remain. 

The question of removal of shade 
trees already growing in order to allow 
the planting of uniform shade trees 
along the entire length of a street was 
raised. It was stated that this was not 
the intention of the commission. A 
motion offered by Captain Osgood was 
adopted expressing it as the sentiment 
of the meeting that so far as possible 
all shade trees now growing should be 
left untouched. 

Since no formal or binding action 
could be taken by the meeting Chairman 
Jones expressed a desire on the part of 
the commission to ascertain the pre¬ 
vailing sentiment along each street 
where the tree planting is to be taken 
up, as to the kind of trees to be planted. 

TRY TO GET TOGETHER 

No one street was fully represented 
and there was considerable difference 
of opinion among those who were there. 
A resolution was therefore adopted 
directing the chairman to appoint one i 
person for each street which is to be j 
improved, to act as the chairman of a I 
committee which shall endeavor to 
reach an agreement among a majority 
of the property owners on the respect¬ 
ive streets and report their preference 
to the commission. In the meantime 
the commission propose to continue its 
investigations and learn all possible 
about the standard varieties of shade 
trees and new varieties which may be j 
available. 

The establishment of permanent 
grades and the curbing and paving of 
Central, Grand View, Baldwin and 
Mountain Trail avenues makes the 
coming winter the golden opportunity 
for tree planting on those streets. The 1 
observance of uniform plans will pro- j 
vide for the permanent beautification of 
the city. The discussions of various 
phases of the subjeet were very gen¬ 
erally participated in, among those 
taking part being Mesdames Camp, 
Osgood, J. H. Wright, and Messrs. Jones, 
Bridle, Hart, Hosmer, Osgood, De- 
Pencier, Camp, Ward and Copps.

Because Sierra Madre has the best 
climate in the world for tubercular 
patients and many of them are attracted 
here by that fact some erroneous im¬ 
pressions have gotten abroad. Some 
people appear to be imbued with the 
idea that this city is nothing but a big 
consumptive camp. This is far from 
the truth and every possible effort 
should be made to dispel the illusion. 

However, the presence of even a few 
sufferers renders the strictest super¬ 
vision and regulation imperative for 
the public welfare. There should be no 
effort to keep such persons away, but if 
they come they should be allowed to 
come only on terms laid down by the 
proper authorities. With this in view- 
the Board of Health proposes to pre¬ 
pare a \>rief printed statement of the 
city laws regarding sanitation, disinfec¬ 
tion, etc, A copy will be supplied to 
every house in town and to all new¬ 
comers. Rigid inspection will be a 
part of the program, to see that the con¬ 
ditions are fulfilled. 

No amount of legislation can correct 
some of the evils and dangers resulting 
from lax personal habits. In most 
cases these are due to ignorance. The 
Board, therefore proposes to carry on 
an educational campaign. Most tuber¬ 
cular sufferers will gladly conform to 
any reasonable rules along this line 
when informed of the necessity. An 
appeal will be made to others to be 
more careful for the sake of other 
people. 

The hiring of a supervisory nurse to 
look after all tubercular patients in 
town was brought up. This could not 
be done with the public funds but it 
was thought that a fund could be raised 
by subscription. Careful and frequent 
inspection of all cases in the city and 
expert advice to those otherwise unable 
to pay for it, could thus be provided. 
This would also afford an opportunity 
for pushing the educational campaign. 
The plan has met with favor wherever 
presented and it is thought there would 
be little difficulty in securing sufficient 
funds. 

The Board also hopes to secure aid 
through the ordinance requiring build¬ 
ing permits, which will probably be 
passed soon by the trustees. This will 
be of material aid in securing better 
sanitation and will help in doing away 
with some of the tent house pest holes.
